Caucer’s  Canterbury  pilgrims  shambled  along  on 
foot  and  rodes  horses  and  donkeys,  and  therefore  had 
time  to  look  at  the  landscape,  and  to  spin  long  yarns 
when  it  bored  them,  which  it  did  quite  often,  apparently. 

Modem  pilgrims  of  commerce  (who  are  more  com- 
mon. sad  to  say,  than  pilgrims  of  faith)  travel  faster 
and  further,  see  less  and  possiblyihink  less,  too.  Chaucer 
would  not  have  been  interested  in  the  tales  spun  by  a 
Montreal  garment  salesman  in  the  smoking  room  of  a 
train  as  he  Journeyed  to  Vancouver. 

(It  would  probably  turn  out  that  Chaucer  had  heard 
them  before.) 

Debunkers  have  often  pointed  out  that  the  old  meth- 
ods of  travel  were  far  from  luxurious.  Stage  coaches 
had  bumps,  bugs  and  drafts.  Sailing  ships  had  narrow 
quarters,  salt  pork  and  unexpected  baths  of  cold  water. 
But  who  said  they  were  luxurious  in  the  first  place? 
Their  slowness  and  roughness  were  at  once  benefits  and 
nuisances. 

They  were  nuisances  for  obvious  physical  reasons. 
Slowness  was  a benefit  because  it  allowed  time  to  look 
around.  Discomfort  was  a benefit  because  (in  spite  of 
a hard  shell  of  resistance  which  the  traveller  developed) 
discomfort  stirred  the  emotions,  sharpening  perception 
and  producing  a sense  of  comradeship  with  fellow- 
travellers  and  persons  met  on  the  way. 

# * * 

But  even  in  old  days  there  must  have  been  people 
who  travelled  with  their  eyes  shut  and  carried  their 
narrow  world  with  them,  like  a goldfish  traveling  in  its 
bowj.  Many  such  people  exist  today.  I have  been  among 
them  myself,  at  times.  Who  hasn’t? 

Such  an  attitude  Is  easy  to  understand,  though 
regrettable,  in  those  who  travel  only  to  get  from  one 
place  to  another  as  fast  as  they  can.  It  is  puzzling  in 
those  who  arc  supposed  to  be  traveling  to  see  and  learn.

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AUTOMOBILE  Insurance  as  provided  by 
private  companies  in  British -Columbia 
may  be  uound  from  an  actuarial  point  of 
view,  but  does  it  fairly  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  public?  Is  the  basis  of  computing 
premiums  equitable? 

These  are  questions  which  the  insurance 
companies  will  have  to  ask  themselves  under 
the  directive  issued  by  the  provincial  super- 
intendent of  insurance,  acting  on  iastructions 
from  the  attorney  general.  They  have  until 
November  .'JO  to  submit  to  the  government 
recommendations  as  to  how  insurance  under- 
writing practices  in  B.C.  might  be  improved. 
That  there  is  need  in  these  times  of  steadily 
Increasing  premium  levies  for  a revision  of 
the  whole  system  of  risk  insurance  on  motor 
vehicles,  few  policyholders  are  likely  to  dis- 
pute. This  possibly  is  the  best  way.  at  the 
present  juncture  at  any  rate,  of  eliciting 
suggestions  as  to  how  the  system  might  he 
reorganized  in  order  to  bring  about  a fairer 
distribution  of  financial  responsibility.  Some- 
thing had  to  be  done  about  this  situation, 
and  putting  the  onus«on  the  companies  them- 
selves to  recommend  improvements  may  be 
preferable  to  a government-instituted  fact 
finding  inquiry. 

No  doubt  the  companies  will  be  able  to 
show  convincing  reasons  why  increased 
revenue  from  premiums  is  necessary.  There 
are  the  higher  damages  awarded  to  litigants 
by  the  courts,  the  alarming  increase  an- 
nually in  the  number  of  vehicle  accidents, 
the  mounting  cost  of  repairing  damage,  ami 


the  rise  in  administrative  costs  that  is  com- 
mon to  all  professions. 

To  meet  these  demands  the  companies 
simply  have  gone  on  boosting  their  rates  to 
the  point  where  car  owners,  excessively 
burdened,  are  tempted  to  take  a chance  on 
going  uninsured,  which  is  a serious  matter 
from  the  point  of  view  of  public  protection. 
The  only  departure  from  the  system  that  has 
been  in  force  for  many  years  has  been  the 
setting  of  higher  premiums  on  vehicles  oper- 
ated by  drivers  under  25  years  of  age,  the 
group  responsible  for  the  largest  proportion 
of  accidents.  The  underwriters,  howevrr, 
have  not  yet  devised  any  way  around  the 
fact  that  careful  drivers,  making  up  90  per 
cent  of  the  total,  are  having  to  pay  through 
heavy  premiums  for  the  recklessness  of  the 
10  per  cent  causing  all  the  damage. 

This  may  be  the  principle  on  which  all 
insurance  is  based,  but  in  the  case  of  vehicle 
coveragp  it  is  anomalous  just  the  same.  Even 
though  it  may  be  axiomatic,  it  is  idle  to  tell 
motorists  that  they  set  their  own  rates,  when 
good  drivers  can  do  nothing  more  to  bring 
them  down.  Whether  by  re-introduction  of 
the  system  of  rebates  for  accident-free  years 
or  by  some  other  means,  a solution  to  this 
problem  must  be  found,  and  the  companies 
themselves  with  their  knowledge  of  all  the* 
factors  involved  seem  best  equipped  to  go  in 
search  of  it.  To  say  that,  however,  is  not 
to  minimize  the  complexities  of  the  problem 
nor  to  suggest  that  the  underwriters  must 
handle  it  unaided.

PROLONGED  for  a full  month,  the  19S2 
Red  Feather  campaign  of  the  Com- 
munity Chest  Is  still  far  short  of  its  minimum 
objective,  a result  that  understandably  gives 
chest  officials  grave  concern.  As  stated  by 
the  co-chairmen  in  a public  acknowledgment 
of  the  amount  subscribed  to  date,  unless 
further  donations  are  received  the  work  of 
the  chest  agencies  in  Victoria  will  have  to 
be  cut  by  about  25  per  cent. 

This  would  strike  a crippling  blow  to  the 
health,  welfare  and  recreational  commit- 
ments of  the  17  member  groups,  whose 
yearly  budgets  as  it  Is  scarcely  cope  with  the 
rails  made  on  their  services.  To  reduce  by 
one-quarter  the  humanitarian  work  being 
carried  on  among  this  community's  under- 
privileged and  less  fortunate  groups  would 
hr  a grievous  curtailment  of  the  milk  of 
human  kindness. 


It  is  the  hope  of  chest  officials  that  the 
situation  facing  them  having  been  explained 
there  will  be  a further  response  from  the 
public  that  might  bring  contributions  nearer 
to  the  objective  sought.  Many  people  may 
have  been  missed  in  the  canvass,  and  others 
may  now  find  they  can  increase  their  dona- 
tions without  too  much  personal  Inconven- 
ience. A little  extra  here  and  there  would 
make  a deal  of  difference. 

Each  year  sees  the  Community  Chest 
encountering  more  and  more  difficulty  in 
obtaining  sufficient  funds  to  meet  its  needs, 
yet  each  year  the  calls  for  help  are  more 
numerous  and  the  demands  on  its  resources 
more  extensive.  Victorians  have  a creditable 
record  in  the  matter  of  public  appeals  and 
subscriptions.  It  would  be  a pity  if  this 
year’s  Red  Feather  campaign  was  not  listed 
among  the  successes  of  this  nature. 


Carelessness  With  Fireanns 


FIVE  deaths  in  British  Columbia  coverts 
since  the  1952  game  season  opened  are 
an  unnecessarily  high  price  to  pay  for  a con- 
tinuing class  of  accident  which  does  not  need 
to  happen,  and  would  not  if  proper  care  were 
taken  with  firearms.  Three  of  the  fatalities 
have  !>eon  in  coastal  regions  and  two  in  the 
north  central  interior.  An  analysis  of  the 
causes  of  such  mishaps  all  too  often  turns 
up  the  same  dreary  set  of  facts:  hunters  fired 
without  identifying  their  targets,  loaded  guns 
were  pulled  or  pushed  through  obstacles, 
weapons  were  emptied  carelessly,  guns  which 
everyone  knew  to  b«  "unloaded"  went  off. 

Since  the  primary  obligation  of  every 
hunter  is  to  know  what  he  is  firing  at  there 
is  no  excuse  for  blazing  at  unidentified 
targets.  To  treat  a loaded  rifle  or  shotgun 
another  than  a dangerous  weapon  is  to  invite 
what  sooner  or  later  happens,  tragedy  and 
a lifetime  of  regret.  Some  of  the  increase 


in  hunting  accidents,  and  they  are  not  all 
fatalities  of  course.  Is  due  to  the  larger  num- 
ber of  hunters  in  the  woods.  But  it  Ls  late 
in  the  day  to  have  a class  of  shooting  mishap 
continue  which  stems  from  the  old  and  thor- 
oughly known  reason,  straight  carelessness 
with  a gun. 

One  Is  tempted  to  suggest  a legal.  If  thpre 
is  no  voluntary,  remedy.  Why  not  by  law 
require  a certificate  of  competence  from 
every  initial  purchaser  of  a hunting  weapon, 
after  first  hand  examination  in  its  use  by 
police  or  other  authority?  Care  in  handling 
firearms  is  no  obtuse  science:  it  can  be 
learned  and  should  lx*  before  hunting  licenses 
are  issued  to  neophytes. 

The  courts  can  punish,  but  that  usually 
comes  too  late— after  fatal  damage  has  been 
done.  Hunting  accidents  which  involve  the 
element  of  wilful  neglect  or  carelessness  will 
have  to  be  chocked,  or  the  woods  will  soon 
be  unsafe  for  all.

Will  Germany  Get  Away  With  It? 


By  ANTONY  TERKY.  from  Berlin. 


\y/HILE  Germany's  out-of-work  gen- 
W erals  keep  busy  polishing  their 
Nazi  medals— they  have  been  told  by 
their  ex-servicemen's  league  that  they 
will  .shortly  be  able  to  wear  them  again 

50, 01  JO, 000  West  Germans  are  hoping 
secretly  that  they  have  "got  away 
with  it,"  and  will  not  be  called  on  to 
help  defend  Europe  after  all. 

Among  them  are  quite  a number  who 
have  no  desire  to  shoulder  either  a 
rifle  or  the  irksome,  but  unavoidable, 
defense  burden  which  1*  slowing  down 
recovery  In  $o  many  other  countries. 

These  are  the  businessmen,  the 
hard-working,  enterprising,  individual- 
istic try  anything-once  Germans  who, 
by  their  energy,  have  largely  helped  to 
put  Germany  back  on  the  map  only 
a few  years  after  she  was  merely  a 
heap  of  rubble. 

Against  "doing  their  bit"  to  stave  off 
an  attack  by  Russia  are  also  the  mil- 
lions of  Germans  who  remember  what 
a Soviet  prisoner  of  war  •-amp  w as  like 
and  have  no  desire  to  see  the  Inside  nf 
one  again.  These  are  the  "let  the 
other  chap  do  It"  types.  Who  can 
blame  them,  really? 

They  had  a terribly  hard  war  - any- 
one who  thinks  (he  German  Infantry- 
man had  it  easy  should  talk  to  one  I 
know.  He  spent  the  best  part  *f  four 
yearj  in  various  parts  of  Russia,  being 
alternately  frozen  and  chased  by  the 
Russians  until  he  finished  up  doing  a 
forced  march  of  900  miles  to  a camp 
in  Siberia,  in  which  80  per  cent  of  his 
comrades  died  of  starvation,  exhaus- 
tion nr  disease. 

Today  his  motto  Is  “Include  me  out" 
and  he  is  going  to  watch  the  voting 
In  the  Bonn  parliament’s  dehate  this 
month  on  whether  to  ratify  the  new 
allied  rearmament  agreements  with 
Germany  with  the  greatest  Interest, 
not  to  say  trepidation. 

* * * 

Germans  are  not  any  more  logical 
than  any  other  people  on  this  subject 
and  il  Is  hard  to  blame  them.  They 
have  had  a lot  of  disillusionment*  to 
stomach  since  they  swallowed  the  Nazi 
bait  and  finished  up  as  a beaten  na- 
tion. 

Today  some  of  them  would  like  tn 
sit  In  the  middle  of  Europe  and  "hold 
the  balance."  as  they  call  it.  They 
have  failed  to  realize  that  Germany, 
with  Ms  population  of  80.000.000  no 
longer  is  a balance  to  anything  'it  Is 
merely  a tempting  morsel— too  tempt- 
ing perhaps  to  be  resisted  for  long  - 
which  could  attract  a Jittery  and 
powerful  neighbor  like  Russia 

The  Germans  also  have  failed  to  re- 
alize tor  rtiAv be  they  do,  and  won't 
admit  It*  that  while  the  rest  of  the 
free  world  are  sacrificing  the  things 
that  make  life  worth  while  for  safety 
and  liberty  the  Orman*  are  having  a 
fairly  easy  time  and  are  quietly  re- 


equipping their  Industry  for  'peacetime 
production. 

Helping  this  ostrich  mentality  are 
the  Communists,  whose  clever  propa- 
ganda is  directed  at  distracting  Ihe  av- 
erage German's  attention  from  his  po 
sit  ion  In  western  Europe  by  dangling 
a bait  of  a "unified  Germany"  without 
an  Iron  curtain  running  through  It. 

Not  surprisingly,  the  Russians  would 
ill.e  Britain  and  America  to  withdraw 
their  troops  from  Germany  — while 
Russia  moves  hers  back  a mere  100 
miles  into  Poland,  able  lo  leap  forward 
again  at  a second's  notice. 

But  the  temptation  of  being  s whole 
nation  again— even  at  Stalin's  whim  - 
is  one  which  many  Germans  find  hard 
lo  resist,  even  though  they  genuinely 
fear  Communism  and  the  Soviets. 
"Maybe  wr  ran  fool  the  Russians."  is 
their  aecret  and  pathetic  hope.  They 
want  to  eat  their  cake  and  have  It.  too. 
* * * 

Into  this  contused  thinking  the  ad- 
ditional factor  that  there  are  many 
clever,  unscrupulous  Germans,  wield- 
ing great  power  in  Industry,  commerce 
and  polities,  who  are  hoping  to  play 
one  side  off  against  the  other— west 
against  east.  The  SchachL*  and  the 
Krupps  are  biding  their  time. 

Into  this  class  also  fall  many  of  the 
former  Hitler  staff  officers  and  gen- 
erals. They  represent  a powerful 
pressure  group  on  Dr.  Konrad  Aden- 
auer's government  and  their  tentacles 
reach  into  many  of  the  parties  which 
make  up  hL*  coalition. 

These  Interests  are  the  same  who  put 
Hitler  into  power  before  1933.  In  the 
same  way  Ihey  now  are  prepared  to 
play  ball  with  anyone  who  will  lei 
them  keep  their  power.  Even  with 
Stalin— If  he  Will  offer  them  a good 
price.  But  they  are  not  in  any  hurry. 

They  secretly  support  the  new  neo- 
Nazis — though  they  despise  their 
hoarse- voiced  bullying  "fuehrer"  ex- 
Gen.  Ernst  Rrmer,  who  has  now  sent 
his  party  Into  temporary  exUnrtlon 
and  i«  busy  building  up  an  under- 
ground movemrnl  which  has  link*  with 
the  Communists. 

They  discuss  among  themselves  the 
need  for  w'hat  they  term  •'bridge 
building"—  the  bridge  between  them 
and  Ihe  Russians  — blit  at  the  same 
time  they  offer  their  servli'es  to 
N ATO,  as  commanders  of  the  new 
German  wehimacht  when  It  Is  formed. 
They.  too.  want  to  eat  their  cake  and 
have  H, 

For  the  moment  they  need  a prop* 
ganda  weapon  with  which  lo  threaten 
Ihe  Allies,  who  are  asking  only  for 
their  co-operation  in  the  common  cause 
against  Communism 

German  newspaper*  and  periodicals 
are  filled  regularly  with  the  suffering* 
of  relative*  of  Nazis  who  are  aerving 
sentence*  for  war  crimes.

It  was  Gen.  Elsenhower,  as  supreme  com- 
mander, who  gave  the  fateful  word  (hat  started 
(he  Allied  invasion  of  Europe  June  6.  1914. 
Eleven  months  later  Germany  surrendered 
^conditionally. 

SECOND  CRirSADE 

On  his  return  home,  he  said  he  wanted  noth- 
ing els*  but  to  he  turned  out  to  pasture. 
That  was  not  to  be. 

He  had  become  president  of  Columbia  Uni- 
versity but  before  he  could  adjust  himself  to 
his  new  duties,  President  Truman  called  him 
lo  Washington  to  he  chief  of  .staff  Then  in 
1950  (he  12  countries  of  the  North  Atlantic 
1 reaty  Organization  chose  him  as  commander 
or  an  international  army  being  formed  to  keep 
the  peace  in  Europe.  The  general  started  upon 
his  second  "crusade  In  Europe " 

Irr  1952  hla  friend*  started  a movement  to 
get  him  the  Republican  nomination.  Elsen- 
hower came  home  and  waged  a hard,  uphill 
battle  over  Senator  Robert  A.  Taft. 

As  soon  as  lie  was  nominated,  he  resigned 
from  the  army  he  had  served  for  41  years  and 
entered  the  election  campaign  wdth  a zest  he 
had  shown  In  winning  victory  In  Europe.

Never  was  a candidate  for  the  presidency 
of  the  United  States  so  reluctant  as  was  Adlai 
E.  Stevenson,  governor  of  Illinois. 

But  it  was  said  of  him: 

"Adlai  always  runs  reluctantly,  but  when 
he  runs,  he  runs  like  hell." 

After  the  Democratic  national  convention 
chose  him  on  the  third  ballot,  he  lold  the 

delegates: 

"I  accept  your  nomination  and  your  program. 

"I  should  hsve  preferred  to  hear  those  words 
uttered  by  a stronger,  wiser,  better  man  than 
myself  . . 

ALOOF  ATTITUDE 

Before  and  for  most  of  the  convention. 
Stevenson's  aloof  attitude  made  his  selection 
the  closest  thing  to  a genuine  "draft"  that  a 
major  political  party  has  seen.  He  had  insisted 
that  all  he  wanted  was  to  run  again  for  the 
governorship  of  Illinois  and  complete  "our 
unfinished  work.Il 

But  once  having  accepted  the  nomination, 
he  put  up  one  of  the  liveliest  battles  ever  wit- 
nessed In  American  politics.  He  had  to. 
Against  him  was  Gen.  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower, 
viewed  by  millions  as  the  "saviour  of  Europe" 
and  approved  first  rate  leader  and  admlnLstra 
tor. 

DEVOTION  TO  DITY 

So  Is  the  52  year-old  Stevenson.  It  was  those 
qualities  which  brought  him  from  virtual 
politkal  obscurity  to  national  prominence. 

Hit  devotion  to  public  life,  in  fact,  is  reported 
to  have  been  one  of  the  reasons  for  hLs  divorce 
in  1949.  After  more  than  20  years  of  married 
life,  Mrs.  Stevenson  divorced  him  on  the 
grounds  of  mental  cruelty.  Some  said  she 
could  not  fit  Into  the  glass  bowl  ll/e  of  a public 
official's  wife. 

A lawyer,  Stevenson  was  In  politics  |n  s 
minor  way  from  1933  but  It  was  not  until  1947, 
after  state  department  service  abroad,  that  he 
gained  prominence.  In  his  first  bid  that  year 
for  elective  office,  he  led  the  Democratic  ticket 
in  Illinois,  a state  that  had  elected  only  three 
other  Democratic  governors  since  the  civil 
war. 

He  has  the  reputation  of  being  frugal  with 
his  own  money  as  well  as  that  of  the  stale 
He  was  reported  to  have  bought  only  on*  new 
suit  of  clothes  during  hla  term  as  governor. 


From  the  depths  of  my 
heart  I thank  all  of  my  party, 
and  all  of  those  Independents  and 
Republicans  who  supported  me.

We  children  of  the  rapid  transit  age  can  only  make 
a vague  guess  at  the  feeling  people  had  when  the  world 
seemed  so  much  larger  and  emptier.  Then,  a journey 
was  a journey.  Now  it  is  a short  stay  in  a hotel  with 
wheels,  wings  or  funnels. 

Far  places  have  lost  much  of  their  magic — partly 
because  they  are  closer  in  time,  and  partly  because  we 
know  more  about  them  than  formerly,  through  the 
screen  and  the  printed  page. 

In  the  old  days,  I suppose,  a new'  place  was  totally 
new  to  the  traveller.  Now  the  traveller  often  looks  on 
the  foreign  landscape  with  jaded  eyes,  feeling  that  he 
has  already  seen  It  Perhaps  he  has  already  seen  it 
— in  the  movies. 

♦ * * 

Caucer’s  Canterbury  pilgrims  shambled  along  on 
foot  and  rodes  horses  and  donkeys,  and  therefore  had 
time  to  look  at  the  landscape,  and  to  spin  long  yarns 
when  It  bored  them,  which  it  did  quite  often,  apparently. 

Modem  pilgrims  of  commerce  (who  are  more  com- 
mon. sad  to  say,  than  pilgrims  of  faith)  travel  faster 
and  further,  see  less  and  possibly  think  less.  too.  Chaucer 
would  not  have  been  interested  in  the  tales  spun  by  a 
Montreal  garment  salesman  in  the  smoking  room  of  a 
train  as  he  journeyed  to  Vancouver. 

(It  would  probably  turn  out  that  Chaucer  had  heard 
them  before.) 

Dehunkers  have  often  pointed  out  that  the  old  meth- 
ods of  travel  were  far  from  luxurious.  Stage  coaches 
had  bumps,  hugs  and  drafts.  Sailing  ships  had  narrow 
quarters,  salt  pork  and  unexpected  batlflf  of  cold  water. 
Rut  who  said  they  were  luxurious  in  the  first  place? 
Their  slowness  and  roughness  were  at  once  benefits  and 
nuisances. 

They  were  nuisances  for  obvious  physical  reasons. 
Slowness  was  a benefit  because  it  allowed  time  to  look 
around.  Discomfort  was  a benefit  because  (in  spite  of 
a hard  shell  of  resistance  which  the  traveller  developed) 
discomfort  stirred  the  emotions,  sharpening  perception 
and  producing  a sense  of  comradeship  with  fellow- 
travellers  and  persons  met  on  the  wav. 

# v*  * 

But  even  in  old  days  there  must  have  hern  people 
who  travelled  with  their  eyes  shut  and  carried  their 
narrow  world  with  them,  like  a goldfish  traveling  in  Its 
bowl.  Many  such  people  exist  today.  I have  been  among 
them  myself,  at  times.  Who  hasn't? 

Such  an  attitude  is  easy  to  understand,  though 
regrettable,  in  those  w ho  travel  only  to  get  from  one 
Place  to  another  as  fast  as  they  can.  It  is  puzzling  in 
those  who  arc  supposed  to  be  traveling  to  see  and  learn. 
The  haste  of  point-to-point  travel  has  been  traasferred 
to  sightseeing.  The  world  "tourist”  has  come  to  signify 
a hurried,  hasty  traveller  whp  does  not  really  travel  to 
sec.  but  only  to  say  he  has  seen. 

The  people  who  travel  with  their  eyes  shut  are 
the  same  people  who  go  with  their  eyes  shut  at  home. 
Despite  the  speed  of  motion,  there  is  nothing  to  stop 
men  and  women  choosing  to  travel  slowly,  or  to  observe 
their  environment  with  careful  eyes,  whether  it  is 
moving  or  standing  still. 

W'c  accredit  too  much  wisdom  to  veterans,  as  we 
do  to  travellers.  Some  men  are  tourists  all  their  lives.

AUTOMOBILE  insurance  as  provided  by 
private  companies  in  British  Columbia 
may  be  sound  from  an  actuarial  point  of 
view,  but  does  it  fairly  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  public?  Is  the  basis  of  computing 
premiums  equitable7 

These  are  questions  which  the  insurance 
companies  will  have  to  ask  themselves  under 
the  directive  issued  by  the  provincial  super- 
intendent of  insurance,  acting  on  instructions 
from  the  attorney  general.  They  have  until 
November  30  to  submit  to  the  government 
recommendations  as  to  how  insurance  under- 
writing practices  in  B.C.  might  be  improved. 
That  there  is  need  in  these  times  of  steadily 
Increasing  premium  levies  for  a revision  of 
the  whole  system  of  risk  insurance  on  motor 
vehicles,  few  policyholders  are  likely  to  dis- 
pute. This  possibly  is  the  best  way.  at  the 
present  juncture  at  any  rate,  of  eliciting 
suggestions  as  to  how  the  system  might  be 
reorganized  in  order  to  bring  about  a fairer 
distribution  of  financial  responsibility.  Some- 
thing had  to  he  done  about  this  situation, 
and  putting  the  onus  on  the  companies  them- 
selves to  recommend  improvements  may* be 
preferable  to  a government-instituted  fact 
finding  inquiry. 

No  doubt  the  companies  will  be  able  to 
show  convincing  reason*  why  increased 
revenue  from  premiums  is  necessary.  There 
are  the  higher  damages  awarded  to  litigants 
by  the  courts,  the  alarming  increase  an- 
nually In  the  number  of  vehicle  accidents, 
the  mounting  cost  of  repairing  damage,  and 


the  rise  in  administrative  casts  that  Is  com- 
mon to  all  professions. 

To  meet  these  demands  the  companies 
simply  have  gone  on  boasting  their  rates  to 
the  point  where  car  owners,  excessively 
burdened,  are  tempted  to  take  a chance  on 
going  uninsured,  which  is  a serious  matter 
from  the  point  of  view  of  public  protection. 
The  only  departure  from  the  system  that  has 
been  in  force  for  many  years  has  been  the 
setting  of  higher  premiums  on  vt^ilcles  oper- 
ated by  drivers  under  25  years  of  age.  the 
group  responsible  for  the  largest  proportion 
of  accidents.  The  underwriters,  however, 
have  not  yet  devised  any  way  around  the 
fact  that  careful  drivers,  making  up  90  per 
cent  of  the  total,  are  having  to  pay  through 
heavy  premiums  for  the  recklessness  of  the 
10  per  cent  musing  all  the  damage. 

This  may  be  the  principle  on  which  all 
Insurance  is  based,  but  in  the  case  of  vehicle 
coverage  It  is  anomalous  just  the  same.  Even 
though  it  may  be  axiomatic,  it  Ls  idle  to  tell 
motorists  that  they  set  their  own  rates,  when 
good  drivers  can  do  nothing  more  to  bring 
them  down.  Whether  by  re-introduction  of 
the  system  of  rebate*  for  accident-free  years 
or  by  some  other  means,  a solution  to  this 
problem  must  In*  found,  and  the  companies 
themselves  with  their  knowledge  of  all  the 
factors  involved  seem  Ix’st  equipped  to  go  in 
search  of  it.  To  say  that,  however,  is  not 
to  minimize  the  complexities  of  the  problem 
nor  to  suggest  that  the  underwriters  must 
handle  it  unaided. 


A Matter  for  Concern 


PROLONGED  for  a full  month,  the  1952 
Red  Feather  campaign  of  the  Com- 
munity Chest  is  still  far  short  of  its  minimum 
objective,  a result  that  understandably  gives 
rhest  officials  grave  concern.  As  stated  by 
the  co-chairmen  in  a public  acknowledgment 
of  the  amounts  subscribed  to  date,  unless 
further  donations  are  received  the  work  of 
the  chest  agencies  in  Victoria  will  have  to 
be  rut  by  about  25  per  cent. 

This  would  strike  a crippling  blow  to  the 
health,  welfare  and  recreational  commit- 
ments of  the  17  member  groups,  whose 
yearly  budgets  as  it  is  scarcely  cope  with  the 
calls  made  on  their  services.  To  reduce  by 
one-quarter  the  humanitarian  work  being 
carried  on  among  this  community’s  under- 
privileged and  less  fortunate  groups  would 
be  a grievous  curtailment  of  the  milk  of 
human  kindness,  i 


It  is  the  hope  of  chest  officials  that  the 
situation  facing  them  having  been  explained 
there  will  be  a further  response  from  the 
public  that  might  bring  contributions  nearer 
to  the  objective  sought.  Many  people  may 
have  been  missed  in  the  canvass,  and  others 
may  now  find  they  can  increase  their  dona- 
tions without  too  much  personal  inconven- 
ience. A little  extra  here  and  there  would 
make  a deal  of  difference. 

Each  year  sees  thp  Community  Chest 
encountering  more  and  more  difficulty  in 
obtaining  sufficient  funds  to  meet  its  needs, 
yet  each  year  the  calls  for  help  are  more 
numerous  and  the  demands  on  its  resources 
more  extensive.  Victorians  have  a creditable 
record  In  the  matter  of  public  appeals  and 
subscriptions.  It  would  be  a pity  if  this 
year’s  Red  Feather  campaign  was  not  listed 
among  the  successes  of  this  nature. 


Carelessness  With  Firearms 


FIVE  deaths  in  British  Columbia  coverts 
since  the  1952  game  season  opened  are 
an  unnecessarily  high  price  to  pay  for  a con- 
tinuing class  of  accident  w hich  does  not  need 
to  happen,  and  would  not  if  proper  care  w-ere 
taken  with  firearms.  Three  of  the  fatalities 
have  been  in  coastal  regions  and  two  in  th£ 
north  central  Interior.  An  analysis  of  the 
causes  of  such  mishaps  all  too  often  turns 
up  the  same  efreary  set  of  facts:  hunters  fired 
without  identifying  their  targets,  loaded  guns 
were  pulled  or  pushed  through  obstacles, 
weapons  were  emptied  carelessly,  guns  which 
everyone  knew  to  be  "unloaded”  went  off. 

Since  the  primary  obligation  of  every 
hunter  is  to  know  what  he  is  firing  at  thrre 
Is  no  excuse  for  blazing  at  unidentified 
targets.  To  treat  a loaded  rifle  or  shotgun 
as  other  than  a dangerous  weapon  is  to  invite 
what  sooner  or  later  happens,  tragedy  and 
a lifetime  of  regret.  Some  of  the  increase 


in  hunting  accidents,  and  they  are  not  all 
fatalities  of  course,  is  due  to  the  larger  num- 
ber of  hunters  in  the  woods.  But  if  Is  late 
in  the  day  to  have  a class  of  shooting  mishap 
continue  which  stems  from  the  old  and  thor- 
oughly known  reason,  straight  carelessness 
with  a gun. 

* One  Is  tempted  to  suggest  a legal,  if  there 
is  no  voluntary,  remedy.  Why  not  by  law 
require  a certificate  of  romjjjhtenee  from 
every  initial  purchaser  of  a hunting  weapon, 
after  first  hand  examination  in  its  use  by 
police  or  other  authority?  Care  in  handling 
firearms  is  no  obtuse  science;  it  can  be 
learned  and  should  be  before  hunting  licensee 
are  issued  to  neophytes. 

The  courts  can  punish,  but  that  usually 
comes  too  late — after  fatal  damage  has  been 
done  Hunting  accidents  which  involve  the 
element  of  wilful  neglect  or  carelessness  will 
have  to  be  checked,  or  the  woods  will  soon 
be  unsafe  for  all.

I know  this,  there 
are  lots  of  English  who  would  like  to  come  out 
here  and  put  up  with  small  money,  food  and  a 
place  to  sleep.  If  they  could  only  get  a start.  After 
all,  the  Poles,  Germans  and  other  Europeans 
don't  have  to  put  up  with  those  conditions  for 
ever.  I am  sure,  even  now.  they  get  more  food 
than  the  average  Briton.  ! have  letters  every 
dpy  from  England  from  people  trying  to  get 
out  here,  but  the  immigration  officers  will  not 
let  (hem  come  unless  they  have  a job  guaranteed. 
The  Canadian  government  Is  wise  in  thal  respect. 
It's  no  use  having  British  people  nut  here  when 
they  have  not  enough  work  for  the  Canadians,  or 
people  that  are  alrrsdy-out  here.

WHILE  Germany’s  out -of  work  gen- 
eral*. keep  busy  polishing  their 
Nazi  medals— they  have  been  told  by 
theii*  ex-servicemen's  league  that  they 
will  shortly  be  able  to  wear  them  again 
- 50.000.000  West  Geripans  are  hoping 
secretly  that  they  have  “got  away 
with  it."  and  will  not  be  called  on  to 
help  defend  Europe  after  all.

Into  this  contused  thinking  the  ad- 
ditional factor  thal  there  are  many 
clever,  unscrupulous  Germans,  wield- 
ing great  power  In  industry.  rommer<-e 
and  politics,  who  are  hoping  to  play 
one  side  off  against  the  other  -west 
against  east.  The  Schachts  and  the 
Krupps  are  biding  their  lime. 

Into  this  class  also  fall  many  of  the 
former  Hitler  staff  officers  and  gen- 
erals. They  represent  a powerful 
pressure  group  on  Dr.  Konrad  Aden 
atier's  government  and  their  tentacles 
reach  into  many  of  the  parties  which 
make  up  his  coalition. 

These  interests  are  the  same  who  put 
Hiller  into  power  before  1933.  In  the 
same  way  they  now  are  prepared  to 
play  ball  with  anyone  who  will  let 
them  keep  their  power.  Even  with 
Stalin— if  he  will  offer  them  a good 
price.  But  they  are  not  in  any  hurry. 

They  secretly  support  the  new  neo- 
Nazis—  though  they  despise  their 
hoarse- vo iced  bullying  "fuehrer"  ex- 
Gen.  Ernst  Remer.  who  has  now  sent 
hit  party  Into  temporary  extinction 
and  is  busy  building  up  an  under- 
ground movement  which  has  links  with 
the  Communists, 

They  dlsrux*  among  them«elves  the 
need  for  what  they  term  "bridge 
building"— the  bridge  between  them 
and  Ihe  Russians— hut  at  the  ««me 
time  they  offer  their  services  to 
N ATO,  as  commanders  of  the  new 
German  wehrmacht  when  it  Is  formed.

Before  and  for  most  of  the  convention. 
Stevenson's  aloof  attitude  made  his  selection 
the  closest  thing  lo  a genuine  "draft"  that  a 
major  political  party  has  seen.  He  had  insisted 
that  all  he  wonted  was  to  run  again  for  the 
governorship  of  Illinois  and  complete  "our 
unfinished  work." 

But  once  having  accepted  the  nominatiqn, 
he  put  up  one  of  the  liveliest  battles  ever  wit- 
nessed In  American  politics.  He  had  to. 
Against  him  was  Gen.  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower, 
viewed  by  millions  as  the  “saviour  of  Kuro|»e" 
and  approved  first-rate  leader  and  administra- 
tor. 

DEVOTION  TO  DITY 

So  is  the  52-ycar-old  Stevenson.  It  was  those 
qualities  which  brought  him  from  virtual 
political  obscurity  to  national  prominence. 

His  devotion  to  public  life.  In  fact,  is  reported 
to  have  been  one  of  the  reasons  for  his  divorce 
in  19-19.  After  more  than  20  years  of  married 
life.  Mrs  Stevenson  divorced  him  on  the 
grounds  of  mental  cruelty.  Some  said  she 
could  not  fit  into  the  glass  bowl  life  of  a public 
official’s  wife. 

A lawyer.  Stevenson  was  In  politics  In  a 
minor  way  from  1933  but  It  was  not  until  19-17. 
after  state  department  service  abroad,  that  he 
gained  prominence.  In  hia  first  bid  that  year 
for  elective  office,  he  led  the  Democratic  ticket 
In  Illinois,  a state  that  had  elected  only  three 
other  Democratic  governors  since  the  civil 
war 

He  has  the  reputation  of  being  frugal  wiih 
his  own  money  as  well  as  that  of  the  state. 
He  was  reported  to  have  bought  only  one  new 
suit  of  clothe*  during  his  term  ax  governor.

He  had  come  home  from  Europe  three  years 
before  to  a respect  nmd  admiration— even  affec- 
tion accorded  to  few  by  the  American  people. 

If  anything  were  needed  to  clinch  it.  Presi- 
dent Truman  offered  him  his  support  If  tha 
White  House  was  what  he  wanted. 

But  he  turned  it  down.  He  said  he  would 
never  seek  to  he  president. 

Four  years  later,  he  was  the  candidate  for 
the  Republican  party  In  a hid  to  unseat  the 
Democrats  who  had  been  In  office  for  20  years. 
The’  campaign  was  one  of  the  most  bitter  In 
modem  times. 

CAMPAIGN  TURMOIL 

General  of  the  army,  former  chief  of  staff, 
the  man' who  so  successfully  led  the  Allied 
armies  to  victory  In  Europe  in  the  Second 
World  War  immediately  becatne  embroiled  In 
the  turmoil  of  an  American  election  campaign. 

Gen  Eisenhower.  62.  a soldier  all  his  adult 
life,  came  from  a family  characterized  by  It* 
distate  for  militarism.  His  parents  were 
opposed  to  war  on  religious  ground*.  Yet 
they  did  not  stand  in  his  way  when,  at  21, 
he  announced  his  Intention  to  enter  the  army. 

It  was  Gen.  Eisenhower,  as  supreme  com- 
mander. who  gave  the  fateful  word  that  started 
the  Allied  invasion  of  Europe  June  6.  1044. 
Eleven  month*  later  Germany  surrendered 
unconditionally. 

SECOND  CRUSADE 

On  hi*  return  home,  he  said  he  wanted  noth- 
ing el*^  hut  lo  be  turned  out  to  pasture. 
That  was  not  to  be. 

He  had  become  president  of  Columbia  Uni- 
versity hut  before  he  could  adjust  himself  to 
hia  new  duties.  President  Truman  called  him 
to  Washington  to  be  chief  of  staff.  Then  In 
1950  the  12  countries  of  the  North  Atlantic 
Treaty  Organization  chose  him  a*  commander 
of  an  international  army  being  formed  to  keep 
the  peace  In  Europe  The  general  started  upon 
his  second  “crusade  In  Europe  ” 

In  1952  hia  friends  started  a movement  to 
get  him  the  Republican  nomination.  Eisen- 
hower came  home  and  waged  a hard,  uphill 
battle  over  Senator  Robert  A.  Taft. 

Aa  soon  as  he  was  nominated,  lie  resigned 
from  the  army  he  had  served  for  41  years  and 
entered  the  election  campaign  with  a zest  he 
had  shown  In  winning  victory  In  Europe.

Then,  a journey 
waa  a journey.  Now  it  is  a short  stay  in  a hotel  with 
wheels,  wings  or  funnels. 

Far  places  have  lost  much  of  their  magic— partly 
because  they  are  closer  in  time,  and  partly  because  we 
know  more  about  them  than  formerly,  through  the 
screen  and  the  printed  page. 

In  the  old  days,  I suppose,  a new'  place  was  totally 
new  to  the  traveller.  Now  the  traveller  often  looks  on 
the  foreign  landscape  with  jaded  eyes,  feeling  that  he 
has  already  seen  it.  Perhaps  he  has  already  seen  it 
— In  the  movies.  _

Caucer’s  Canterbury  pilgrims  shambled  along  on 
foot  and  rodes  horses  and  donkeys,  and  therefore  had 
time  to  look  at  the  landscape,  and  to  spin  long  yams 
when  it  bored  them,  which  it  did  quite  often,  apparently. 

Modern  pilgrims  of  commerce  (who  are  more  com- 
mon. sad  to  say,  than  pilgrims  of  faith)  travel  faster 
and  further,  see  less  and  possibly  think  less,  too.  Chaucer 
would  not  have  been  interested  in  the  tales  spun  by  a 
Montreal  garment  salesman  in  the  smoking  rbom  of  a 
train  as  he  journeyed  to  Vancouver. 

(It  would  probably  turn  out  that  Chaucer  had  heard 
them  before.) 

Debunkers  have  often  pointed  out  that  the  old  meth- 
ods of  travel  were  far  from  luxurious.  Stage  coaches 
had  bumps,  bugs  and  drafts.  Sailing  ships  had  narrow 
quarters,  salt  pork  and  unexpected  baths  of  cold  water. 
Rut  who  said  they  were  luxurious  in  the  first  place? 
Their  slowness  and  roijghness  were  at  once  benefits  and 
nuisances. 

They  were  nuisances  for  obvious  physical  reasons. 
Slowness  was  a benefit  because  it  allowed  time  to  look 
around.  Discomfort  was  a benefit  because  (in  spite  of 
a hard  shell  of  resistance  which  the  traveller  developed) 
discomfort  stirred  the  emotions,  sharpening  perception 
and  producing  a sense  of  comradeship  with  fellow- 
travellers  and  persons  met  on  the  way. 

♦ * * 

But  even  in  old  days  there  must  have  been  people 
who  travelled  with  their  eyes  shut  and  carried  their 
narrow  world  with  them,  like  a goldfish  traveling  in  its 
bowl.  Many  such  people  exist  today.  I have  been  among 
them  myself,  at  times.  Who  hasn't? 

Such  an  attitude  is  easy  to  understand,  though 
regrettable,  in  thaw*  who  travel  only  to  get  from  one 
place  to  another  as  fast  as  they  can.  It  is  puzzling  in
